and decaying on tin* spot it adorned. 


Owners of fruit trees, either an 
orchard or a single tree, must spray 
before May 15, or the owner’s neg­ 
lect lays them liable to a stiff fine, 
I he law, passed in MHO, required 
spraying only when 10 
or 
more 
trees were owned by one person. The 
new law is much more inclusive and 
reads as follows: 
"Whoever being 
owner 
or 
manager of an orchard 
or of 
one or more fruit trees, shall 
spray or cause to be 
sprayed 
said trees one or more times 
during the May 15, with some 
suitable preparation for th© de­ 
struction of the San Jose, oyster 
or scurvy scale.” 
For violation or neglect, a fine of 
not less than $5 nor more than HOO 
is provided and the prosecuting at 
torney is charged with the duty of 
seeing the law’s enforcement.
